She was discharged and re loaded 
aflor which she resumed hor passage to 
this port, on May 4th, having been delay 
cd two months. In conversation with the 
captain of tho bark a reporter learned that 
while between the Falkland islands and 
Patagonia the vessel was struck by a 
heavy sea and thrown completely over on 
her beam ends, the lee bulwarks being 
submorgod. The cabin was Hooded with 
water which washed the lirst and second 
mates out. No men were washed over- 
board, aft the weather was so had t hat the 
captain hud ordered them below, himself 
only being on the poop and a man at the 
wheel. Every effort was made to right 
the ship, which was nut done until she 
was brought before the wind. The sails 
had to be cut away however to right her. 
The captain then put back to Montevideo. 
In the previous part of the voyuge, short ly 
after leaving pin t, hail weather was en- 
countered, damage being done to the rig- 
ging. Thorough repairs were effected at 
Montevideo and new sails procured, The 
voyage up from that purl was without 
event, light northerly winds being exper- 
ienced and also dense fogs, on Hearing tho 
coast.

SUPREME COURT. 

:Baforo Sir M. B. Begble.] 
The Hudson's Bay Co., by R. G. Skin- 
nor, agent, plaintiffs, vs. George Byrnes 
and Roid & Hudson, defendants. Messrs. 
Drake, Jackson and Holmcken and T. 
Davie for plaintiffs and Mr. C. E. Poolcy 
for defendants. 

Tho plaintiffs sued tho defendants for 
§25,000 damages for goods soized and sold 
by (1. Byrnes, sheriff of Cariboo, in Sep- 
tember, 1881, tho goods having been sold 
as tho property of H. F. Davis, and wore 
claimed as the property of the Hudson's 
Buy Company. 

The following jurymen were empannel- 
led: Win. Dalby, foreman, Win. Tongue, 
D. Doig, Robt. Lettico, Louis Erb, Win. 
Wilson, Win. McNish, Edward White. 

R. J. Skinner and H. F. Davis gave 
evidence that the goods sold by Byrnes at 
Giscotnb Portage were the property of the 
H. B. Co. and merely entrusted to H. 
P. Davis for freighting to Peace river from 
Quesnelle. 

(i. Byrnes' evidence was that ho pro- 
ceeded to Giscoiub Por;age by instruc- 
tions from Reid & Hudson to execute a 
writ of Fi. Fa. issued by them against H. 
F. Davis, and found a quantity of goods, 
8,500 lbs., in charge of a man in Davis 
employ, who acknowledged the goods 
wore the property of H. F. Davis, and 
that he had gone back to Quesnelle to 
bring up some goods for the H.B.Co. Tho 
goods wore sold by Byrnes on the 28th 
September, who then returned to Ques 
nolle and met Davis coming up to Gis- 
conib Portage with another load of goods 
which ho seized, but finding they had the 
II. B. Co.'s brand on them they were re- 
leased, Davis informing Byrnes that tho 
goods he had sold wore H. B. Co.'s pro- 
perty. 

James Reid gave evidence that R. J. 
Skinner had informed him shortly after 
the boat-load of goods (that were sold by 
Byrnes) left Quesnelle, that the goods be- 
longed to Davis and wore tho proceeds of 
sale from a lot of furs sold to the H.B.Co. 
but which wore claimed by Reid & Hudson 
G. Eltnoro stated ho had cautioned Mr. 
Skinner not to buy the furs, as they were 
the property of Elinore & Davis, that the 
furs ought to go to Roid and Hudson, who 
had advanced supplies to tho tirin of El- 
more & Davis to trade in the Peaco river 
district. 

G. Elmore, jr., stated when Byrnes ar- 
rived at Giscoiub Portage ho instructed 
him to go around among the nion there 
and enter into conversation and find out 
to whom tho goods there belonged to; he 
was informed by the men in charge they 
belonged to H. F, Davis. 

E. C. Shepherd stated that he was 
freighting on tho Fraser river; that D,avi8 
was at Quesnelle when he was ready to 
start with a boat load of freight; that 
Skinner came to him and asked if he would 
take charge of Davis' boat up to a certain 
point on the Fraser at Nam Sing's ranch 
and Davis to take his boftt,as they expect- 
ed Byrnes was waiting up there to seize 
Davis' boat; that if ho would do so Byrnes 
would bo fooled and seize the wrong boat 
and Davis would then pass up the river 
with his goods. This case occupied all 
Wednesday und Thursday. At tho close 
of the case thn following questions were 
left to the jury by his lordship and the 
answers appended: — 

Quos. — Were the goods seized the 
goods of the Hudson's Bay Company or of 
Davis? 

Ans. — Hudson's Bay Company. 
Ques. —Did Roid bona fide believe that 
they were Davis' goods/ 
Ans. — Yes. 

Quos.— Did Skinner induce Reid as the 
sheriff to beliove that none of the goods 
soized were the goods of the H. B. Co. 
(i.e.) did ho intentionally make represent- 
ations whioh would have induced a reason- 
able stranger to believe so? 

Ans. — Yes. 

We allow the H. B. Co. the invoice 
price of their goods at Quesnelle, viz., 
$1,131.75. Wo think the plaintiffs are 
not entitled to anything for interest or 
storage.

windows, and having taken all we want 
intend setting fire to tho place so that we 
never may come back and that no one else 
shall occupy them. " The Metlakahtlans are 
now at the fisheries; thoy do not intend 
to return to Mutlakahtla, but will pack 
their lish and other things at tho fishery 
and go direct to the new settlement. A 
poor woman was crying, and she said she 
was crying because she and her friends 
had to leave their land, tho home of 
themselves, their children and their an- 
cestors. She was asked why she was com- 
pelled to go und she replied, "iecuiwe the 
government liave taken our land airay from 
us and sold it for $75,000, and so wo have 
to go — we have no land loft to live on." 
She was asked how she knew this and tho 
reply was, "all my friends say so." 

A white man made an harangue to the 
excursionists about the treatment these 
Indians hud received, otc. 

I told this lady that it was a falsehood 
to say that, the government had taken, or 
had any intention of taking, the Indian 
laud, in fact that the reserves now being 
laid out. and surveyed for them amounted 
to seventy thousand acres. 1 told her 
that it was a falsehood that tho govern- 
ment had turned any Indians off the land, 
or that they had the smallest intention of 
doing so; in fact, that the government 
could not sell the Indian reserve in any 
way without tho Indians' consent and com- 
pensation given; that it was now truly 
Indian property; that the Indians were us 
free as any white man ;could come and go as 
they pleased ; work when and where they 
liked, and, in fact, could go into any trade 
or business, if they had the ability or wish 
to do so, in any part of the world. 

The Lady, not a little surprised at learn- 
ing this said: Well, we hud American 
senators, professors and a great many 
people on board aud they all believed false- 
hoods to be tho truth. 

Now, Mr. Editor, who has boon in- 
culcating these and other lies of a similar 
nature into the'minds of the Metlakaht- 
lans t Those barefaced falsehoods mislead 
the Indians and going abroad mislead 
other people. By means such as these the 
Metlakahtlans are seduced into Alaska.

BRITISH COLUMBIA iUN ING. 

Ueiifral Information Retarding Our Mineral 
Belt and Its Resources. 

Mr. JohnB. Parish, the mining expert 
from Denver, Colorado, who arrived in the 
city on Monday evening from the mineral 
districts of the province, where he has 
been engaged in the examination of min- 
ing properties for Victoria capitalists, loft 
fur San Francisco yestorday. 

A representative of the Thk Colonist 
called on Mr. Parish at the Driard jnst 
previous to his departure, and during a 
conversation tho gentleman said : 

"I can see no reason why the mineral 
bolt is not as extensive in this province as 
it is in the States. Idaho and Montana 
are producing large quantities of ore on 
the south, while on the north the mineral 
resources of Alaska are being satisfactorily 
developed by American enterprise. It is 
hardly reasonable to suppose that the belt 
continues productive through the whole 
of British Columbia: there are probably 
intervals which are barren, as is the case 
further south, for instance, in i.Sd Mexico 
and the States, such us occ;u in somo 
portions of the State of Duraugu in old 
Mexico, and in parts of New Mexico und 
Wyoming. Wherever there tile mines in 
those places they aie generally small in 
extent aud small producers.' 

"Do you think our resources have yot 
boen properly developed I" 

"No, your resources lack development, 
from tho fact that n largo majority 
of the prospectors in British Columbia 
as well as in the different states, are poor, 
and depend on the extraction of ore and 
its ready sale for u daily profit to aid in 
development work. With the extension 
of railroads and building of smelters more 
progress will be made in opening up the 
mineral resources of this province. 

Would it not bo well for the pros- 
pectors to proceed with the wurk on their 
mines and show their value so that the 
railroads would build to the different sec- 
tions ?" 

"Well, it is hardly reasonable for rail- 
roads to wait, for prospectors to open min- 
eral sections, as the profit tho prospector 
derives from working tho mines depends 
on tho readiness with which they can mar- 
ket the ores, and this certainly depend* 
on the accessibility of railroads andamolt- 
We can all recollect the time a few 
years ago whet: the San Juan country of 
Colorado was a terra incognita, in which 
section very little ore was mined, but the 
Denver and Rio Grande railway company 
pushed its lines into the district,aud min- 
ing camps, and prospectors finding they 
could ship ores and sell them to suielter« 
located at convenient points, it led them to 
open the country, and to-day the 
product of the San Juan oountry of 
Colorado adds alono nearly §2,000,000 
to the wealth of the state." 

"Why is it that this result has not boon 
achieved in Nevada if" 

"The reason that Nevada is not so lur^e 
It producer as is the state of Colorado is 
the fact that the management of railroad 
lineH in that state have not perhaps yet 
recognized the necessity of advancing 
lines to convenient distances from mines 
for the cheap shipment of ores. Perhaps 
the only reason why Colorado to-day ex- 
cels Nevada in the production of the pre- 
cious metals is I he fact that it has more 
conveniences for the shipment and sale of 
such ores as cannot bo worked to advan- 
tage at the mines, of which every mining 
district produces a groat deal." 

"What is your opinion of the future 
mineral production of British Columbia V, 
"From my limited knowledge gained 
during a very short stay in the province, 
1 am inclined to think that this country 
is in very much the same condition that 
the Sun isim Juan port ion of Colorado was 
before the extension of the Denver and 
Rio Grande railway, and in a similar con- 
dition to many of the outlying points in 
Nevada. 1 1 is necessary to extend your 
railroads and to establish smelters pro- 
pared to buy ores ill any quantity offered 
and pay cash for the same. Of course any 
railroad company should satisfy thoin- 
Bolves as to the mineral country 
through which they intend to build and 
then rely upon the convenience and low 
transportation which they offer to the 
miiiurs to open up the country."

THE SEIZURES' OUTRAUE. 

The prompt action of the Hon. Mr. 
White, Minister of the Interior, in tele- 
graphing the premier and the Minister <>f 
Justice the necessity of having Dominion 
counsel at the forthcoming trial at Sitka 
in regard to the Beh ring's sea seizures, 
is very creditable indeed, and his sugges- 
tion will no doubl be carried out. Mr. 
White, it may bu said without Mattery, 
has always been a devoted soil of Canada, 
one « i f whom we may well he proud, He 
has always proved, too, a friend of this 
province, and that we have no fault to find 
with Ilia particular departmontgi ies to show 
that, ho Imu always been faithful 1,0 his 
trust. It is hoped that the government 
will take immediate action in this matter, 
so vital to the besl interests of British 
Columbia, and that eminent counsel, thor- 
oughly familiar with the question at issue, 
will be engaged to watch our interests in 
Alaska. It would seem lo be 
an easy task to confound the Americans 
even on their own ground, as Mr. Secre- 
tary Bayard has himself nckn iwledged 
the injustice of he t year's seizures. He 
is reported to hav - said "the claim thai 
Bohring's Sea s n m> ■< daiisnm, upon 
which the seizure of lo-uign vessels for 
violating our reven n lawi proceeds seems 
to lie untenable. We cel. tended that it 
was not when Russia owned all the terri- 
tory on both sides of it. Now thai we 
own half and Russia half, it seems impos- 
sible to maintaiui th 3 uuirt dtiiisntu 
theory, ' Tins was a louiplete backdown 
on the part of the American government, 
containing as it does tile candid confession 
that they have no jurisdiction over Beh- 
ring'sSea. thai the vessels were illegally 
seized and the masters and owners illegal- 
ly punished. If the seizures last year 
were illegal, they are doubly so now, be- 
cause the American authorities cannot 
plead ignorance. We confidently antici- 
pate that our ow n government, with the 
assistance of the home government, will 
make such a decided remonstrance at 
Washington as to the outrage committed 
on our sealers that uxemplarly damages 
will be granted. It behooves the 
administration, however, not to let the 
grass grow beneath t heir feel , bul to lake 
instant action. Last year's claims ale 
still unsettled, and finality at present 
seems a long way oil'. Our government 
have right and justice on their side, and 
cannot fail to succeed if they vigorously 
insist on coin]. lete satisfaction from the 
United States. Meantime, it is satisfac- 
tory to those of our citizens who are in 
terested in the sealing trade to know that 
they are not lighting this quarrel alone: 
that they have the governmental their 
buck, who will demand full reparation for 
the injuries to which they have been sub 
jeeted. 

SHARP WORDS. 

At Chicago on the 3rd insl. the prose- 
cuting attorney in the boodle eases, made 
the opening speech. His remarks were 
decidedly caustic, and bo characterized by 
abuse of the accused as to amount to an 
outrage. Ho referred to each of the el 
oven prisoners in shameful terms. When 
he came to one of the gang, who w eighs 
300 pounds, the prosecutor said: "He is 
the most content ntible .• vindler in the 
gang. He has neither soul nor heart; he 
is all body, from feel to head, and big as 
he is, he is corrupt , every pound of him 
and every drop of blood in him. Three 
hundred pounds of corruption -an as- 
tounding monument of turpitude. He ap- 
proached Robinson and got a bribe. lie 
got five payments as Chairman of'the 
Charities Committee. He is I he greatest 
falsifier and denier-in-chief of the whole 
gang of thieves. Ho has admitted prac- 
tically nothing in t his record; he has de- 
nied everything. He has had more steal- 
ing on the side than any one of the oth- 
ers." Walker continued in this strain for 
some time and finally accused Wren of 
having perjured himself on the stand. 
"You're a liar," came thundering from 
the defendant's corner, and tin' pondorous 
commissioner arose steaming with passion, 
from his chair. Instantly all was commo- 
tion. Walker's face turned crimson, hu 
eyes sparkled like lire. "Yes," he cried, 
"1 repeat it. Dnn Wren, you're a por- 
itirer." "You're a liar! you're a liar!" 
veiled Wren, as with clenched hands and 
tooth he made a step toward the state's 
advocate. " u ' llM H '"omenl of suspense. 



Fihk almost always comes to dwelling 
houses and factories when it is least ex- 
pected. The fact that the devouring ele- 
ment is liable to blaze up without a 
moment's warning is the chief reason for 
the great loss of life resulting from this 
cause. Many life saving appliances of tho 
most complete and oll'ective character 
have been invented, and some of them are 
so perfect thai they would seem to bo 
sufficient to save the life of every person 
in any modern building against any fire 
that could possibly occur. Rut the great 
trouble with all these arrangements seems 
to bo that when the time comes to use 
them no one has sufficient presence of 
mind to do it. In England a short time 
since a lire occurred in a large building 
devoted to manufacturing purposes. The 
rooms were provided' with water pipes, 
from which they could be flooded in a very 
few minutes. Bul when the blaze Bashed 
up ill some combustible material tho 
watchman was so startled that he did 
nothing but rush in the street and shout 
tire at the ton of his voice. When the de- 
partment arrived the llamea had gained 
such headway that tli ; '.'. ore not subdued 
until ai i 1 1 1 ! i i,a6 damage bad been in- 
fiicted. In this case a minute's work, which 
want of presence of mind prevented, 
| would have saved nearly everything. If a 
machine could be invented which had the 
power to quench a dangerous tiro, and at 
the same time prevent the operatives from 
losing their leads, all lires in factories 
might at least be prevented from destroy- 
ing human life. In New York a law has 
recently been passed w hich aims to pre- 
vent loss of lives in hotels. Every room 
must be provided with ropes which will 
help the guests to safely reach the ground 
when other means are not available.

But it is 
probable that a majority of the half a mil- 
lion of subscribers have been obtained, n 
the rural districts. Small tradesmen and 
poor farmers, who have noway to discov- 
er the actual state of affairs at Panama, 
have bccli induced to invest their scant 
savings in an enterprise that, on paper, 
promises the biggest kind of a return. 
The bond only costs 425 francs, and yet 
it promises to pay 1 ,000 francs at some 
future date, and, in the meantime, 7 per 
cent, interest on 1,U00 francs.

THE WATERWORKS MEETING. I 

A Ut'solulieii in Appoint Three Commissioners 
is llefea^d— Sharp Personal Repartee. 

The meeting of ratepayers yes- 
terday to appoint ;i water com- 
mission and 1 take the water works' 
matter out of the hands of tho 
council, was a repetition of the former 
meeting, only this time forty persons 
wore present instead of nineteen, as at 
the previous meeting. 

John Boyd was called to the chair, and 
Mr. Yates was appointed secretary. Mr. 
Boyd stated that tho object of the meet- 
ing was to get the present council to car- 
ry out tho arrangements acted on by the 
council of last year and finish the water 
works, as the ratepayers had voted for it. 
Ho did not see what the present council 
had to do with tho matter, and, if ho was 
mayor of the city, he would go on with 
the work without asking permission of 
the council. Mr. Boyd called for un ex- 
pression of sentiment from those present. 
For several moments silence reigned and 
there were no volunteers. 

James Robinson finally said they did 
not know why they were there or what 
the meeting was f»r. 

John Braden said some of tho council- 
lors were present as uninvited guests, and 
it was the duly of those who called the 
meeting i< i explain. 

Conn. Higgins said ho came to listen 
and not to speak. 

Mayor Fell made an elaborate excuse 
lor. Mr. Rithet, .Mr. Ward and' other in- 
fluential ratepayers who wore not present, 
and took it, upon himself to say that these 
gentlemen had signified their willingness 
in abide by bis act ion, a nil the tinal ac- 
tions oi the meeting. He strenuously ad- 
vocated tho appointment of throe water 
commissioners to lake charge of the work, 
and urged the necessity of an attor- 
ney boing appointed, to carry the matter 
before tho supreme court, and bo assured 
the ratepayers I hat tho money would be 
forthcoming to defray the expenses of the 
case. 

Colin. Coughlan asked what the meet- 
ing was to!'. He said: Is this a meeting 
oi ratepayers or nut, Ihere is only a 
handful present. Il ii is a public meet 
iog it should have been properly adver- 
tised. It we are going to do business in 
ibis way tbe sooner we lind it out the bet 
ter. 

Mayor Fell A public meeting would 
have no elfeet. I have challenged tho 
members of tbe council lo hand in their 
resignations. No, t his is not a public meet- 
ing, but just, a litt le gal boring among our- 
selves t" gel this matter into propel' 
hands, for the $75,000 would soon he hod 
est if left in tbe bands of those who have 
now got n . 

Mr. Bladen His Worship asks the 
council lo resign. When my constituents 
ask for my resignation it is ready, but 
not to please the mayor, who finds him- 
self in the minority. This confusion would 
not exist d' we bail a chairman who un- 
derstood bis business. Mayor Rithet was 
a perfect business man, and under him 
the council never bad any trouble, 
with one exception. Look at the differ- 
ence now, there is nothing but trouble. If 
the citizens aie not satisfied and want us 
to resign wo will ib' so, but we cannot re- 
sign lor I be mayor lo carry bis point. 

Mayor fell II the mayor is such a 
bad mayor ho is willing to go before the 
people and lot them decide. I am quite 
willing n. retire when I have such men as 
those t" deal with, win. are like a Hock of 
shee]i, following one leader. 

Mr. Braden \ ou are not that leader. 

Mayor Fell No, t am not, and when 
this matt el is carried to f.ho supreme 
court you'll see v\ nero you stand. 

Ex-Conn. Robertson said the present 
scheme had been before three consecutive 
councils. h was not a Hendry scheme, 
but was compiled from others, which have 
been ill use tor over thirty years in diti'er- 
enl parts "i England. Continuing, lie 
said: I admit that I was prejudiced 
against _Mi. Pickering until I found he 
was a practical man and competent to pass 
judgment on tho scheme, and now we are 
told by councillors that know no more 
about water works than lho whiskers on 
the moon that l he scheme is impracticable. 
Why it. i we nam an engine to pump the 
water, when il will rim in itself; water 
finds its level everywhere. I don't know 
what this meeting is called for, but 1 a 
in favor of calling a full meeting of rat 
payors and abide by their judgment. 

Mr. Came- One council orders ce 
tain things done, another council conies in 
and opposes it. .Machinery and cement is 
ordered, pint of it stored at an expense 
to the city of 01,000, and after a while 
the bulk of tho cement will bo pronounced 
bad, and the whole mild for a paltry sum. 
I voted lo put tin present councillors in, 
anil I will now vote lo put them out. 
We are lint a progressive people, and 
this whole confusion is nothing 
but personal spite and spleen, and any 
councillor who goes into the council with 
tiie intention to injure bis fellow mania 
not a I'd representative of the people. 

Mr, Bladen I [ear ! Hear ! 

Mr. Carnc Yes, you're one of them. 
(Groans from lin- audience.) 

Mr. Braden was on the point, of reply- 
ing, when the chairman suggested that 
tho minutes of the prev ious meeting had 
not been read, and they were accordingly 
read, w hen i he personalities proceeded 
again. 

Mr. Braden I have been accused of 
tapping ilie inaina by Mr. Wilson. I never 
1 ipped the mains, and if I did led know 
the gentleman who accuses me is a tem- 
perate man I should say be was intoxicat- 
ed when he made the statement, at least 
he is intoxicated i>\ bis own pomposity. 

A lengthy argument was had, going 
over the recent ease against Mr. Braden, 
and it seemed lor a lime that the object 
of the meeting w as lost sight of entirely. 
Finally Mr. Boyd brought the meeting 
round again, not, however, before the 
mayor and Mr. Braden bristled up and 
glowered at each other like two warriors 
preparing for bailie. 

Mr. Wilson I move that a resolution 
he adopted by ibis mooting asking the 
mayor and council lo resign, as they are 
totally until I" run the business of this 
city. If Mr, Hendry was out of the em- 
ploy of I be council I here would be less op- 
position. The whole confusion is simply 
a difference as lo whether the work shall 
bo done by contract, or day work. The 
c lUncil is not ready to go on with tho 
Work because I bey hav e more axes to 

grind. The prosenb water system is run 
loose. Wo have a water commissioner at 
a salary of ?C0 a month, and he is fold to 
h I, certain large consumers of water alone. 
There are metres at the wharves of the 
Hudson Bay Company and Turner, Bee- 
ton & Co. 's, ami they are charged for 
v. iter, w hile t here is none on the Clarence 
hotel^olevator. I low is I his. ( 

Conn. Coughlan This assertion comes 
from Mr. Wilson very wit h bad grace con- 
sidering the business ho is in.

Al 
my brickyard I pay 830, while Mr. Wil- 
son pays only $1.60, 

Mr. Wilson I pay more for water than 
y in do. How many gallons do you use 
for the $30? 

Coun. Coughlan— 1 don't use us much 
as you do, for which you pay $1.50. 

Mr. Wilson -That is a deliboiute lie. 
You state a deliberate lie. 

Mr. Boyd again called the meeting vo 



order, and tin; question of tho resolution 
to appoint Messrs. Ward, Rithet and 
McLean water commissioners was taken 
up, and tho mooting once more assumed 
a parliamentary aspect. 

Coun. Barnard said that he was some- 
what at a loss to understand tho meaning 
of the resolution. If it meant that the 
gontloinon named as commissioners wore 
to bo deputed by the court to carry out 
Hendry's scheme, then he considered 
they would, very much like himself, (after 
having gone thoroughly into the merits of 
it), arrive at the same conclusion that he 
had, namely, that the water supply of the 
city would not bo increased beyond 
tho quantity at present distrib- 
uted, and that they would hesitate 
before expending $75,000 in that 
which may be a complete failure. He 
had for a long time strongly favnred tho 
scheme, but after Mr. Boll's report ho 
could not conscientiously vote to have 
$76,000 wasted, unless some one whom 
he considered more competent than Mr. 
Bell could disprove the facts adduced by 
Mr. Boll, and to hiui most convincing, lie 
could not see why Mr. Wilson and other 
ratepayers blamed any councillor for not 
supporting that which their consciences 
taught them was wrong. Why should he vole 
for proceeding with a measure that he 
conscientiously believed was wrong ! If 
the court choose to take the matter out 
of the council's hands wo would bo reliev- 
ed of _ a responsibility. So far as 
Mr. Wilson's accusations go he 
would like to know why he should resign 
because Mr. Wilson or Mr. Foil desired 
it. As soon as bis constituents expressed 
a wish I bat he should do so, he was quite 
willing, and would be only loo glad to give 
place lo some one elSe. 

Coun. Peurse endeavored lo throw 
some light on the Hendry .scheme, though 
not very successfully. 

Coun. I liggins said ho was surprised at 
the proposition of the mayor to pass into 
the hands of an irresponsible and perhaps 
highly salaried commissioner a large por- 
tion of the revenue of tho city, lie bad 
intended to oiler an amendment, but its 
his worship bad said that the supreme 
court would be appealed to in any event, 
he would content himself by voting against 
the resolution. He warned the mayor 
against the adoption of bis dangerous pol 
icy. lie would in, I \ole for the Hendry 
scheme, and he would not run against the 
supremo court, lie had unco done that 
in a moBl unwilling and accidental man 
nor and with the best intentions, and had 
no desire to do so again deliberately. 
["Hear'and a laugh]|He twitted tho chair 
man of the water committee with saving 
everything nice about Mr. Bell until be 
reported against the chairman's pot scheme 
after which Mr. Hell was all tilings thai 
were naughty. He I ben criticised the 
mayor and the minority uf tbe council, 
said the u at or commit lee bad already spent 
$10,000, ami concluded by saying that he 
would attend no more meetings ou the 
subject. 

Mr. Boyd then called tho mooting I.. 
order and a vote was taken upon the re- 
solution asking the appointment of three 
commissioners to take the matter before 
the supreme court. Tin. 1 result was ,S 
ayes and 1^ noes, and the resolution be- 
ing lost the meeting broke up in disorder.
